Track use 
hours are 
limited 
Public welcome at 
AHS facility just 
2 hours per day

After several months of use 
by the high school sports teams, 
the new Agawam High School 
Louis Conte Track will be made 
available to the public for limited 
hours this summer. 

The Parks and Recreation De- 
partment, in cooperation with the 
mayor's office and the high school 
athletic department, recently 
opened the track for public use on 
weeknight evenings 6-8 p.m., and 
Saturday mornings 7-9 a.m. 

During those times, an em- 
ployee of the town will open the 
gates and supervise use of the 
track and the turf field. 

The track will be closed if there 
is aschool-sponsored event at the 
stadium during those hours, but 
Athletic Director David Stratton 
said use of the fields for games 
and practices has ceased for the 
spring and summer, so_ there 
should be no interruption of the 
public use hours this summer. 

Parks Director Christopher 
Sparks said the hours are only ef- 
fective from June 5 through Sept. 
1. From that point, there will no 
public use hours during the week- 
days, and it will only be open on 
the weekends. 

When the fall season starts, 
there are games or practices al- 
most every day on the artificial 
turf field enclosed by the track, 
Stratton said. 

Stratton said he is happy to see 
the public have an opportunity to 
use the track when the facility is 
not in use, and the Parks Depart- 
ment will gauge use this summer 
to see if the facility needs extend- 
ed hours for public use. 
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16 years. 

“You cant do anything with 
that area until that building is 
gone, said committee member 
Ed Borgatti last week. 

The committee agreed, at its 
June 1 inaugural meeting, to ask 
property owner David Peter for 
an update, including an outlook 
on whether they can expect it to 
be sold for redevelopment 30, 60 
and 90 days from now.

2018, the year that begins July 1. 
Though AFD spending is slated to 
increase from $3.98 million in the 
current year to $4.17 million in 
fiscal 2018, Sirois characterized it 
as a ‘level-service budget. Most 
of the increase comes from con- 
tracted salary raises for existing 
employees. 

“The budget I proposed orig- 
inally to the mayor included 


eight new firefighter positions, 
Sirois said. He said the town is 
experiencing a “trend of steady 
and significant increases in de- 
mand for EMS services, as well 
as “exponential” commercial and 
residential growth. The AFD can 
keep pace for now, Sirois said, but 
in future years, “I do have a seri- 
ous concern about the Fire De- 
partment’s ability to meet the in- 
creased demand in call volume.’

Amid the hoopla over the new 
weekly schedules, new wheeled 
carts and new pay-per-bag sys- 
tem for excess trash, all set to be- 
gin July 3, not much has been said 
about changes to Agawamss yard 
waste collection schedule. 

As part of the new system, 
Agawams trash hauler will no 
longer collect yard waste bags 
during the months of July, August 
and September. Curbside pickup 
of yard waste will resume on re- 
cycling dates starting Oct. 16 and 
continuing biweekly until Dec. 
8. Another several weeks of yard 
waste pickups will be scheduled 
in the spring. 

Tracy DeMaio, the Depart- 
ment of Public Works’ waste co- 
ordinator, said the town decided 
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to discontinue the pickups be- 
cause of a low participation rate. 

“In the summer months, we 
averaged 50 tons per pickup, De- 
Maio said. “In the spring and fall, 
we average 400.’ 

Those who want to dispose of 
their grass clippings are “not left 
with nothing, DeMaio continued. 
Agawam residents can get a free 
pass for the Springfield Regional 
Compost Site on Bondis Island, 
off Route 5 at the Agawam-West 
Springfield line. ‘Those interested 
should bring their vehicle regis- 
tration (showing proof of residen- 
cy in Agawam or Feeding Hills) 
and driver's license to the DPW 
office at 1000 Suffield St., Aga- 
wam, during business hours.

When the Class of 2017 marches into 
Symphony Hall for graduation ceremonies 
on Saturday, it will be the first AHS gradu- 
ating class in decades not clad in a mixture 
of brown and white. 

Instead of traditional brown gowns for 
male students and white gowns for female 
students, all graduating seniors will wear 
black gowns. Seniors voted last fall to end 
the distinction between boys and girls. 
They were given three color choices for the 
new gender-neutral robe: bright orange, 
white, or black. 

Joseph Joyal, class vice president and 
student representative on the School Com- 
mittee, said there had been “whispers and 
rumors floating around the school” that 
the Class of 2017 might switch to one color 
graduation gowns. 

Joyal said rumor became reality during 
a Student Advisory Council meeting at the 
beginning of the school year when color 
choices were presented and a majority of 
students voted in favor of wearing black 
gowns. 

“Class officers didn't get the chance to 
do research because it was all done in one 
meeting, he added, “but we were told at 
the meeting that other schools around here 
were starting to do this.’ 


Respectful request 

Principal and soon-to-be School Super- 
intendent Steve Lemanski said administra- 
tors responded “respectfully” to a request 
by some students to convene a conversa- 
tion with class leaders and a variety of stu- 
dents at AHS. 

Diana Kulmizev, a sophomore and edi- 
tor-in-chief of the Brownie Broadcast, the 
schools newscast, moderated a debate 
between members of the class about the 
gown situation. While the segment never 
aired, she recalled that the debate “was 
very peaceful and the conversation was 
very insightful” 

“Students really listened to the concerns 
on both sides, and in the end supported the 
change, Lemanski said. “As schools be- 
come more aware of the diversity of their 
students, its important to not alienate 
students for whom the two-color tradition 
doesn't work.’ 


Lemanski added that including all stu- 
dents was the main impetus for change. 

“Tradition is powerful and change can 
be difficult, but I don’t see any disadvan- 
tages — except that were asking students 
and families to adjust to a new tradition, 
he said. 

Senior Alyssa Gravel, who supports gen- 
der-neutral graduation gowns, called it “a 
step in the right direction.’ She said gender 
is no longer a defining or segregating factor 
in society. 

“I personally liked the idea of wearing 
school colors, however the winner was an 
elegant, professional-looking black gown 
that, I think, is swell for the occasion, she 
said. 

Kulmizev said separating gowns by gen- 
der is a “very archaic practice’ that divides 
students “unnecessarily. 

“A one-color gown system can help 
bring unity to the class, since theyre all 
graduating together, she said. 

Gravel said all students wearing the 
same color gown, regardless of gender, “is a 
reflection of the equality of humans in our 
country. 

She added that it’s important to bear 
in mind the difference between gender, or 
how a person is identified — male, female, 
agender, etc. — as opposed to sexuality, or 
whom someone is attracted to — bisexual, 
homosexual, polysexual, etc. 

“The impetus for this change was a 
larger population of openly agender and 
non-gender-conforming students in our 
school, as well as societal pressure, Gravel 
said. 

Gravel said while there were many an- 
ery Facebook posts advocating for keeping 
the traditional colors and simply letting 
students wear whatever color they want, 
“we all know that white would imply fe- 
male and brown would imply male — as it 
has been for over 60 years.’ 

Joyal said while many students didnt 
approve of the decision at first, “the hype 
surrounding the decision” died down soon 
afterward. “Although many students be- 
lieved white and brown look better than 
black, the decision was already made -- 
most really didn't care enough to do any- 
thing.’ 


Change benefits all students 
Gravel disagrees with Joyal's view, say-

ing aside from the advantage of having 
one-color gowns for agender students, the 
change benefits the entire student body. 

“Instead of having males wear their 
school color and females wear white, not 
their school color, but rather the color of a 
wedding dress — representing innocence 
and purity — [the change] helps all stu- 
dents understand they're equal in their hu- 
manity, their accomplishments, and their 
future” 

Kulmizev said “sticking to tradition” is 
not a strong argument for keeping two-col- 
or gowns. 

“I dont believe the one-color gown 
change is so big that it should truly have 
any strong disadvantages, she added. “Af- 
ter all, it’s just a gown, in the face of a di- 
ploma. The one major concern I've heard, 
however, is the color choice doesn't neces- 
sarily look well in pictures.’ 

Since students purchase and keep their 
gowns, the Class of 2018 could revert to two 
colors. Gravel, however, hopes the change 
is permanent. 

“Were all students, graduates, and hu- 
mans. We ought not to be segregated on 
our graduation day — a day that marks a 
tremendous milestone for all of us as we go 
off into the world, not as boys and girls, but 
as Agawam graduates ready to make our 
town proud.’

Hearts and darts 


HEART ... to the high school administration, 
listening to the vote of Agawam High School se- 
niors to change the color of their graduation 

gowns from brown and white — segregated by gender — 
to black. While there's something to be said for tradition, 
ultimately this is the Class of 2017's day, and if they want 
black all over, let them have it. What binds AHS gradu- 
ates through the years is the campus, the diploma and 
the feeling of belonging in their shared hometown — not 
what color they were wearing on graduation day. Now, 
on that day itself, the identical black gowns will bind the 
whole class, boys and girls, together. 


DARTS ... to the complainers and cynics who 
SQ aren't giving the town's new trash pickup system 
a chance. The 65-gallon toters being dropped off 
at Agawam homes this month are huge — enough room 
for a family that produces five kitchen bags of trash each 
week. Any household generating more trash than that on 
a weekly basis should re-examine its waste stream. Is it 
recycling every paper, glass and plastic item possible? Is 
it collapsing every trashed item to eliminate air pockets 
and free up more space? There may be some households 
— those with excessive medical waste or exceptionally 
large families, such as eight or more in the home — that 
legitimately cant handle a 65-gallon trash limit. They 
should give it a try for a month, however, and keep track 
of the results. Later in the summer — once they have facts 
and personal experience, rather than speculation — they 
should contact the DPW, mayor's office or City Council to 
reopen the discussion on whether households should be 
able to purchase additional trash carts. 


HEARTS ... to everyone who showed up at the 
Memorial Day ceremony at the Roberta Doering 
School on Monday, May 29. As town Veterans 

Agent Richard Girard noted, Memorial Day isn't really 
about celebrations and parades; it’s a solemn thanks- 
giving for our forebears and friends who sacrificed their 
lives for our freedom. Whether the ceremony is indoors 
or outdoors next year, make it a point to attend. Our 
neighbors who died for our country deserve at least that 
much. 


DART ... to the public use schedule for the 
Ae high school track, with open access al- 
lowed just two hours per day on weekdays and 
Saturdays, to be cut back to Saturdays only once school 
reopens in September. When taxpayers told their coun- 
cilors to support this project — and the tax hike that 
funds it — they had been promised that the track would 
be available for community use. Obviously, school hours 
would be excepted, along with any other times when 
there were scheduled events on the track or the football 
field that it encloses. But two hours per day — potentially 
two hours per week during the fall season — seems pal- 
try, particularly compared with the free drop-in policy at 
the adjacent tennis and basketball courts.

2. “Protecting Food from the Sea’ 

3. “How Lighthouses Saved Shipping 
from Disaster, and most exciting, 

4. “Tour Chincoteague Island and See 
the Wild Horses.’ 

So we signed up. 

Our fellow scholars were from all parts 
of the country — like us, retirees looking to 
keep learning and stay active. The first day, 
our lectures featured a scientist speaking 
about how many products in the drug in- 
dustry are made from chemicals found in 
shellfish. The industry is trying very hard 
to protect sea creatures from overharvest- 
ing, so they will be around for future gen- 
erations. The lecture, graphics and results 
were fascinating. 

Day two found us on a small ship that 
took us to a dock where fishermen offload- 
ed the day's catch, a cannery, and a shop 
where they built and repaired small boats. 
That evening we had a party where every- 
one dressed as a pirate. We were sent to a 
dollar store to pick out stuff for pirate cos- 
tumes. Lots of fun at little cost. 

The third day included a tour of light- 
houses, many stories about lighthouse 
heroism — how ships were saved and lives 
rescued — and finally, a trip up the several 
hundred steps to the top of the lighthouse 
to see how the light worked. Kitty and I 
were both able to navigate all the way to 
the top. (Whew!) 

On the fourth day, we got into a van 
and went to the Island of the Wild Horses, 
Chincoteague. The horses are actually the 
size of small ponies — though quite a bit 
studier built. The herd is protected by not 
allowing many visitors on the island. Hors- 
es that need medical care are seen by vet- 
erinarians, and rangers oversee the herd to 
make certain that there is no kidnapping. 

Periodically the herd is culled by sale. 
This was the year for that to happen, and 


and cheerful. The sky was blue 
and cloudless, and the air was 
slightly crisp. First, we were first 
shuttled down to the river bank. The wild 
horses that were going to be up for auction 
were going to be herded across the shallow 
part of the river and then into a holding 
area. Eventually they would be paraded be- 
fore bidders sitting in a grandstand. 

Just around noon we heard the hoof- 
beats of a number of horses approaching 
the river. The rangers prodded them across. 
I did not count how many there were, but 
my best guess is that about 15 of them were 
going to be auctioned off. 

The van took us over to the grandstand, 
and shortly after all the speechmaking, the 
horses came up for auction, one at a time. 
I should note that while the horses were in 
the holding pen, anyone interested in bid- 
ding could walk down and look the herd 
over to see which horse might be a candi- 
date for their bid. A number was attached 
to each animal. 

Kitty and I noticed that there was a 
young girl sitting about three rows in front 
of us. She appeared to be with her grand- 
mother. Horse number 1 was paraded in 
front of the grandstand and the bidding be- 
gan. The first horse went for about $1,400. 

The third horse had a white blaze and 
we noted the girl in front went as high as 
$900, but the horse sold for $1,200. The next 
four went for prices of $1,200 to $1,600. The 
eighth horse also had some white blazes 
and again the girl went to $900, and then 
had to stop. By this time she was sobbing a 
little, and everyone around her was notic- 
ing and whispering, “She has just $900 for 
a horse.’ 

Kitty saw a man passing along a cap, 
saying, “We want to see the girl get a horse. 
Do what you can, please!” The cap came 
our way and we dropped some bills in, as 
did our fellow classmates. 

When the bid on the eighth horse went 
to $1,150, we saw the girl stand up and say 
“I bid $1,250!" The auctioneer stopped the 
bidding and said, “Sold! This pony goes to 
the young girl” 

It was a great way to end our time on 
this Elder Hostel.

“We want to see if the facility does get 
used by people who want to walk,’ said 
Stratton. “There are other places that get 
used for walking, like School Street Park. 
But if the track gets a lot of use, we may 
look at trying to extend the hours some- 
how. 

Stratton said the track monitor will en- 
force a few basic rules, which include no 
food on the track or turf surface, no metal 
cleats on the turf or track, and no touching 
or moving structures on the field, such as 
soccer goals or the football goal posts. Pub- 
lic use of the tracks long jump and pole 
vault pits is also prohibited. 

The turf field is also available for use by 
anyone during the track's open hours, such 
as playing soccer or throwing a football 
around. The same rules apply as track use, 
which include making sure the turf is not 
damaged in any way. 

The grandstands, too, will be open for 
sitting during public track hours, as will 
the public bathrooms and water fountains 
located in the building near the entrance. 


It is not clear if the track will be closed 
when it is raining, but public use hours 
could be restricted or cancelled if lightning 
or other conditions would make it unsafe 
to be outside. 

Anyone wishing to use the track should 
park in the main lot at the high school, at 
Mill and Cooper streets. A handicapped 
access parking lot is located closer to the 
track entrance, on Mill Street. 

Stratton said the public is also welcome 
to use the school’s new outdoor basketball 
and tennis courts. Lights are on during the 
evening hours and turn off automatically 
at 10 p.m. Those areas are not monitored, 
but the same rules of respecting the facility 
apply. 

The facilities are not available to the 
public during school hours, as they are 
used by physical education classes. 

The track, artificial turf field, basketball 
and tennis courts, and bathroom building 
were part of a more than $9 million athletic 
facility project that was completed in Oc- 
tober 2016.

said he cannot gauge how serious the inter- 
est is, or whether to expect any offers in the 
coming weeks. 

Peter said the state certified as of May 
18 that cleanup of environmental contam- 
ination at the site is complete. He said he 
wants to give Games and Lanes about a 
month on the real estate market as a “clean” 
property before undergoing the additional 
expense of tearing it down. That expense 
includes applying for a “nontraditional 
demolition” permit from the Department 
of Environmental Protection and finding a 
place to send the debris. 

He is willing to push the demolition but- 
ton as soon as it makes sense, however. He 
has already paid for an engineering survey 
for a potential demolition. If the property 
wont sell as-is, he plans to sell it as a razed 
pad site for new construction. 

“This year, its going to change, Peter 
said. “It’s either going ot be a parking lot or 
construction for rehabilitation. That I can 
tell you. You don’t have to believe me; you 
just have to think, “What would a business- 
man do? Pay taxes and insurance and just 
sit on it?’ That doesn't make sense.’ 

The property at 346-350 Walnut Street 
Ext. has been vacant since the former bowl- 
ing alley and fun center closed a decade 
and a half ago. Before the bowling alley, 
the building housed a drycleaning busi- 
ness, the source of chemicals polluting the 
groundwater under Games and Lanes and 
several properties to the north and east. 


Town purchase eyed 

The Business Modernization Commit- 
tee, a mix of business owners and town 
officials, was appointed by Mayor Richard 
Cohen last month to investigate ways to 
spur economic development in Agawam 
after the City Council voted against fund- 
ing $5.28 million in proposed streetscape 
improvements to Walnut Street Extension. 
The committee held its first meeting June 1. 

After discussing plans for the Mor- 
gan-Sullivan Bridge corridor — to be re- 
built in a multi-year state project starting 
this fall — the group quickly focused on 
Walnut Street Extension, and Games and 
Lanes. 

Borgatti, who owns EBs Restaurant 
across the street from Games and Lanes, 
reiterated his opinion that the town should 
purchase the 2.3-acre property and tear 
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down the existing building. 

“You cant do anything with that area 
until that building is gone, Borgatti said. 
“Tm really adamant about the town buying 
it, because then were able to control the 
center of that area.’ 

He suggested that it would make a good 
site for a new combination Town Hall and 
police station, allowing the town to vacate 
two aging buildings and adding foot traffic 
to the “downtown” area. He said the cur- 
rent police headquarters, a former school 
building, might then be reconverted to al- 
leviate overcrowding in kindergarten or 
preschool grades. 

City Councilor Anthony Suffriti, anoth- 
er member of the Business Modernization 
Committee, agreed that it is worth looking 
into. 

“Theres a lot of things you need in this 
town, and that would fill a lot of needs,’ he 
said. He agreed that the first step is tearing 
down the former fun center: “It’s hard for 
people to have a vision when that’s there’ 

Asked about selling to the town, Peter 
said he would be open to hearing an offer. 
He believes the best use of the land is to re- 
open Games and Lanes, however, based on 
the success of a bowling and fun center he 
has looked at in Tewksbury, Mass. If some- 
one local were interested in running such a 
business, he said hed stay on as in investor. 

Borgatti and Suffriti disagreed on where 
the committee's big-picture focus should 
lie. Suffriti favored pursuing big anchor 
tenants, such as the former Food Mart 
around the corner from Walnut Street Ex- 
tension, to drive traffic to the smaller shops 
nearby. Borgatti said shopping trends have 
changed, and without direct highway ac- 
cess, a big box store in Agawamss current 
commercial areas wont make a difference 
for small merchants. He advocated more 
emphasis on professional offices, such as 
a medical building, or mixed-use develop- 
ment, with residents living in the commer- 
cial district and serving as its core custom- 
ers. 

Members of the committee include 
mayoral appointees Ed Borgatti, David 
Gardner, Nicole Murray and Steve Roth; 
Town Engineer Michelle Chase; Planning 
and Community Development Director 
Marc Strange; and City Council representa- 
tive Anthony Suffriti.

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Sapelli confirms he will run for mayor

Outgoing School Superintendent Wil- 
liam Sapelli is planning an active retire- 
ment: Lots of reading — engineering re- 
ports, council resolutions and legal memos. 
A little bit of travel — from one end of town 
to the other. Community service opportu- 
nities — every hour of every day. 

He's running for mayor. 

Though he hasnt started campaign- 
ing yet, Sapelli registered the Committee 
to Elect Bill Sapelli Mayor with 
the state Office of Campaign 
and Political Finance on May 
30. He confirmed this week that 
he intends to run for the town’s 
highest elected office. It will be 
his first election. He has served 
as superintendent of schools for 
six years, and in Agawam educa- 
tion for 40 years, including stints 
as assistant superintendent and 
building principal, after starting 
as a social studies and science 
teacher at Agawam Junior High 
School in 1978. He announced in February 
that he would retire from the superinten- 
dent job at the end of this fiscal year. 

Sapelli joins a crowded race for mayor. 
James Cichetti, currently the City Council 
president, and Vakny Chonmany, who runs 
a martial arts studio in Agawam, have also 
both filed fundraising statements with the 
state, and both have held kickoff rallies and 
have begun collecting signatures on their 
nomination papers. A fourth candidate, 
Walter Meissner III, requested nomination 
papers last month but has not yet picked 
them up, according to the town clerk. 

Sapelli said this week that he had not 
yet pulled nomination papers because he 
wanted to focus on his current job — su- 
perintendent of schools — right up to June 
30, his last day at work. He said he did not

want to politicize negotiations over the 
School Department budget for the coming 
year. A new budget year — and the tenure 
of new superintendent Steve Lemanski — 
begins July 1. 

“There will be an event on or about July 
1; Sapelli said. For now, he added, “I have a 
job to finish” 

Mayor Richard Cohen has made similar 
comments, stating he wont announce his 
decision on whether he will seek re-elec- 
tion until after the town budget is com- 
plete, later this month. Candidates have 
until Aug. 24 to return signed 
nomination petitions. 

If more than two candidates 
are nominated, the town will 
hold a preliminary election in 
October. The two top vote-get- 
ters in that election will go head 
to head on the November bal- 
lot, along with races for the City 
Council and School Committee. 

Cohen was unopposed on 
November ballots in 2013 and 
2015. He was first elected in 1999 
and has served as mayor for all 
but one two-year term since then. His sole 
loss was in 2007. 

Elsewhere on the ballot, one new candi- 
date took out nomination papers for School 
Committee last week, Albert Christopher. 
If all declared candidates are able to gain 
nominations, there will be eight candidates 
for the six available seats, including five in- 
cumbents. No additional City Council can- 
didates stepped forward last week. 

Nomination papers are available at the 
town clerk's office on the first floor of Town 
Hall, 36 Main St., Agawam. The clerk's of- 
fice is open weekdays, 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
Papers must be returned with at least 100 
signatures of Agawam registered voters by 
Aug. 24 in order to qualify for the ballot.

15 percent in the past 10 years. 

Letellier said each new additional 
firefighter position would cost the town 
$56,000, a low enough number that Cohen 
should have been able to at least partially 
fund Sirois request. 

“Tm disappointed that in the scope of 
the whole budget, we couldn't find enough 
to hire at least one person, Letellier said. 

Sirois said because of the Fire Depart- 
ment’s “platoon” system, hiring just one 
firefighter would not make much of a dif- 
ference. To affect staffing across all shifts, 
the town should fund new positions in 
multiples of four, Sirois said. 

In all, the fiscal 2018 general fund bud- 
get proposed by the mayor shows a 2.63 
percent increase from the current budget, 
from $88.45 million to $90.78 million. The 
School Department represents more than 
half of that spending — $46.00 million — 
and is slated for a higher rate of growth 
than the “town side’ of the budget. Schools 
are asking for a 3.45 percent increase from 
their fiscal 2017 budget.

Canoe, kayak cruise is next weekend 


On Saturday, June 17, the Westfield Riv- 
er Watershed Association will sponsor a 
scenic six-mile paddle from the new Great 
River Bridge in Westfield to Robinson State 
Park in Agawam. 

“Travel down the river through West- 
field and see only the natural features of the 
riverscape, urges Phil Sousa who is coor- 
dinating this years Canoe Cruise.
